HEAVILY SHELLED 

Yesterday afternoon I watched 
Canadian tanks and infantry going 
forward rapidly along roads leading 
through. the Laize river valley 
northwest of Falaise. Great concen- 
trations of Canadian artillery sent 
shells hurtling over their heads 
into German positions. 

The guns were set among stooks 
of freshly-cut wheat and a prairie 
soldier, wiping his moist forehead 
under the baking sun, remarked: 
“This is real threshing weather— 
but we aren't threshing wheat this 
time.” 

Lieut, Forbes McLauchlin, 29, of 
Ganges Harbor, Salt Spring Island, 
B.C., sald that although there was 
no firm line of defence the fighting 
was “damn tough”, and another of- 
ficer just back from forward areas 
said “The Nazis are fighting like 
bloody wolves all the way.” 


MORE SURRENDERING 
More and more Germans appear- 
ed to be surrendering, however. 
Yesterday Polish troops finally 
cleaned out the forest of Quesnay, 
east of the Falaise highway, where 
the Germans had resisted despite 
endless bombing and shelling. 
The Laize Valley west of the 

highway is hilly and weoded, 
with steep banks leading down to 
cool, fast-flowing rivers. it is a 
hard country to fight through for 
it favors the defenders, but the 
Canadians penetrated with great 
ry 


Fighting in all sectors of the ad- 
vance was particularly heavy Mon- 
day and there were losses on both 
sides. 

It is difficult to piece together a 
complete story of Monday's fight- 
ing as many tanks are still in the 
line, but apparently at 11:42 a.m. 
Canadian tanks moved off from a 
start line between Robert Mesnil 
and Cauvicourt, east of the high- 
way. They went ahead of the in- 
fantry and remained ahead until 
mid-afternoon, when foot-troops 
pushed past them to take on Ger- 
man infantry positions. 


FIRST NAZI BREAK 

The first break in German resis- 
tance came after noon when the 
Germans began surrendering in an 
area around Soignolles. . 

“They just stayed and fought 
until we got to them,” said. Lieut. 
McLaughlin. “They just : threw 
down their weapons and came out 
in front of an Ontario tank regi- 
ment. 4

FLORENCE, Aug. 16—(CP)—A 
message to the “Noble and valor- 
ous people of Canada,” and ex- 
pressing thangs to them for send- 
ing their sons to liberate Italy 
has been issued by Elia Cardinal 
Della Costa, Archbishop of Flor- 
ence. 

“Canada is a country of special 
interest for me,” the cardinal said 
yesterday in an interview.

U.S. Senate Modifies 
Soldier Vote Law 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—(AP)— 
Spurred by a widespread outcry, 
the United States Senate voted yes- 
terday to modify the “political- 
propaganda” ban and permit Am- 
erican soldiers and sailors to pick 
their own newspapers, magazines 
and books, so long as they are gen- 
erally circulated and the services 
can deliverthem. 

It passed a soldiers’ vote law 
amendment which also lowers the 
bars affecting films and radio 
programs, including political 
speeches. It sets up impartiality 
as the guide in the selection of 
films and broadcasts for the ser- 
vices. 

Under army and navy interpreta- 
tions of the existing law, a list of 
publications and movies had been 
banned on the ground that they in- 
cluded material calculated to af- 
fect the November general election 
vote, 

The amendment approved by Sen- 
ator Robert Taft (Rep., Ohio), au- 
thor of the present restrictions, 
came out of committee with un- 
animous backing. The Senate 
quickly passed it on a voice vote. 
Now it goes to the House of Re- 
presentatives. i

The city commissioners, it has been 
decided, will consider the perce pur- 
chase of a set of historical photographs 
of scenes of Edmonton's early days. It is 
proposed that these photographs should be 
preserved in book form and distributed 
through the schools. It is a sound idea. 

But it is rather a pity that the historical 
sense of this community could not be made 
to extend somewhat further than the 
purchase of a set of photographs. 

This city is particularly rich in 
historical background. Dotting its past are 
colorful institutions and men and women 
of interesting force of character. It has a 
valuable tradition of good citizenship, 
many priceless legends of pioneer endeavor. 

It is of utmost value that this tradition 
and these legends be preserved. The best 
way to preserve them is by preserving 
their symbols. In short, there are many 
historical sites throughout the district that 
could be made to yield a spiritual dividend 
through the lessons they recall of persever- 
ance, loyalty and community devotion. 

Surely the time has arrived to make a 
serious effort to preserve and reconstruct 
these sites. By the expenditure of compara- 
tively little money and a good deal of 
thought and research, much of Edmonton's 
spirited history could be made to live 
again for the inspiration of the newer 
generations. 

One way of accomplishing this purpose 
would be through the appointment of an 
historic sites committee which, working 
closely with the city council and the town 
planning commission, could gradually pro- 
mote the restoration and preservation of 
many of the most interesting features of 
Edmonton's past. 

This would be a valuable contribution 
to the civic spirit of Edmonton—that civic 
spirit which is any city’s most priceless 
asset. x:

The most striking of 
these qualifications thus imposed is that 
members must be men of private means in 
order to be able to afford to represent the 
public in the Commons. 

The simple fact is that $2,800 a year 
is not sufficient to defray the cost of main- 
taining two establishments, as each mem- 
ber, to a point, is required to do. 

Thus, the purposes of democracy are 
thwarted and the operations of democracy 
are stultified by the application of the 
income tax to these indemnities. The 
Prime Minister takes a proper stand in 
promising that the matter shall be 
adjusted. ¥ 


Political Picture Changing 


With the possibility becoming more ap- 
parent that the European’ war might: be 
ended before November, there is a wide 
disposition to discuss the probable effects 
of this occurrence on the political chances 
of President Roosevelt in the approaching 
American elections. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
political picture across the line is slowly un- 
dergoing certain subtle changes. 

It is clear that Mr. Roosevelt's great- 
est appeal to the electors is his efficiency 
and experience as commander-in-chief. As 
a matter of fact, domestic issues have al- 
most disappeared from the Democratic 
campaign, no matter how hard the Re- 
publicans try to introduce those issues. 

If the actual waging of the European 
war is ended before the election, these 
domestic issues will reappear in full flood 
and there is a chance that Mr. Roosevelt 
may be swamped in them. 

There will still remain, of course, the 
Japanese war. But, rightly or wrongly, 
the present trend of thinking dismisses that 
campaign as something that can be com- 
pleted under present momentum and with- 
out any powerful political leadership such 
as has been given by Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mr. Dewey is not yet a popular figure. 
But not even his most carping critics would 
maintain that he does not possess the cap- 
acity for administration. 

A month ago, everyone knew his 
chances were slim. Today it would be well 
. consider the inadvisability of selling him 
short.

Nutrition Now

WASHINGTON, D.C,, Aug. 16— 
Will Americans eat better at their 
postwar tables? 

“Maybe,” says Dr. Hazel K. 
Stiebeling, the new chief of the 
Bureau of Human Nutrition and 
Home Economics, U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. But she warns of 
obstacles, i 

Stiebeling (among scientists there 
is no Mister, or Missus, or Miss) 
knows the nutritional score in tne 
United States, Europe and South 
America. Her job is to captain the 
one federal bureau 100 per cnt de- 
voted to solving problems women 
meet every day in their homes 
These include food and nutritton, 
textiles and clothing, housing, and 
family economics. + 


UNDERSTANDING 

“There has been a great increase 
in the public's understanding of the) 
vital facts of nutrition. That in- 
crease, due largely to the war and 
scientific education given through 
community centres, schools, and 
through state and federal pamph- 
lets written in the language of the 
average home, is encouraging. But 
not encouraging enough. I'd say 
that our first obstacle ahead is that 
we can't begin with the grandpar- 
ents,” Stiebeling reports. “Too 
many of them are persistently ig- 
norant of the basic rules of good) i 
nutritional habits with children. Of} 
course parents and grandparents 
want their children to grow up with 
vigorous health. They feed babies 
under a doctor's guidance. But 
when they are old enough they be-

first demonstrated in 1936 that one- 
third of the people in the United 
States were ill fed. Her researches 
have been a basis for wartime 
civilian feeding. 


“Many facts are as true today as 
n 1936 and 1941,” she says. “But 


a smaller proportion of families are 
poorly fed. The overall civilian food 
supply is more abundant and repre- 
sents better combinations. We have 
more milk—but still not enough. 
The enrichments of white bread and 
family-type flour has greatly in- 
creased our overall consumption of 
thiamin. Although the demand for 
certain foods often exceeded the 
available supply, there has at all 
times been enough good food.” 


POST WAR EATING 


Whether our postwar eating will 


continue good, or even better, de- 
pends on whether people have jobs 
and incomes large enough to buy|- 
the right kind of food, Stiebeling 
believes. “If they demand and can 
pay for nutritionally valuable diets, 
farmers will produce them. As it is, 
I think farmers have often gone 
ahead of consumers in trying to 
raise crops with the biggest, nutri- 
tion value.” 


Stiebeling believes good nutrition 
is just as important to our future 


security as it is to the fighting fit- 
ness of the boys now 
Europe. “If we can't keep up the 
purchasing power of consumers 
after the war, the nation would be 
smart to develop some special pro- 
gram for getting children, pregnant 
and nursing mothers, and heavy in- 
dustry workers enough to eat. That 
would be a form of national insur- 
ance.”
